They brought young children to Christ, that he 
should touch them ; and his disciples rebuked those 
that brought them. But, when Jesus saw it, he was 
much displeased, and said unto them. Suffer the lit- 
tle children to come unto me, and forbid them not ; 
for of such is the kingdom of God. Verily I say 
unto you, whosoever shall not receive the kingdom 
of God as a Jittle child, he shall not enter therein. 
And he took them up in his arms, put his hands 
upon them, and blessed them. 

^ Then the Minister shall say: 

"13 ELOVED, ye hear in this Gospel the words of

T TEAR the words of the Gospel by St. John, in 
•^ •*■ the third chapter, beginning at the first 
verse : — 

There was a man of the Pharisees, named Nico- 
demus, a ruler of the Jews. The same came to 
Jesus by night, and said unto him. Rabbi, we know 
that thou art a teacher come from God : for no man 
can do these miracles that thou doest, except God 
be with him. Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man be 
born again, he cannot see the kingdom of God. 
Nicodemus saith unto him, How can a man be born 
when he is old } Can he enter the second time 
into his mother's womb, and be born } Jesus an- 
swered. Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a 
man be born of water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God. That which is 
born of the flesh is flesh ; and that which is born 
of the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not that I said unto 
thee, Ye must be bom again. The wind bloweth 
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where it listeth, and thou hearest the sound thereof, 
but canst not tell whence it cometh, and whither it 
goeth : so is every one that is born of the Spirit.

In the morning it flourisheth, and groweth up ; 
in the evening it is cut down, and withereth. 

Thou hast set our iniquities before thee ; our 
secret sins in the light of thy countenance. 

We spend our years as a tale that is told. 

The days of our years are threescore years and 
ten ; and if by reason of strength they be four- 
score years, yet is their strength labour and sorrow ; 
for it is soon cut off, and we fly away. 

So teach us to number our days, that we may 
apply our hearts unto wisdom. 

Make us glad, O Lord, according to the days 
wherein thou hast afflicted us, and the years 
wherein we have seen evil. 

Let thy work appear unto thy servants, and thy 
glory unto their children. 

And let the beauty of the Lord our *God be upon 
us : and establish thou the work of our hands upon 
us ; yea, the work of our hands, establish thou it 

^ Then shall follow this Lesson : 
I Cor, XV. 20. 

Now is Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the first-fruits of them that slept. 
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For since by man came death, by man came also 
the resurrection of the dead. 

For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall 
all be made alive. 

But every man in his own order: Christ the 
first-fruits ; afterward they that are Christ's at his 
coming. 

Then cometh the end, when he shall have deliv- 
ered up the kingdom to God, even the Father ; 
when he shall have put down all rule, and all au- 
thority and power. 

For he must reign till he hath put all enemies 
under his feet. 

The last enemy that shall be destroyed is death. 

For he hath put all things under his feet. But 
when he saith, all things are put under him, it is 
manifest that he is excepted who did put all things 
under him. 

And when all things shall be subdued unto him, 
then shall the Son also himself be subject unto 
him that put all things under him, that God may 
be all in all. 

But some man will say, How are the dead raised 
up ? and with what body do they come ? 

Thou fool, that which thou sowest is not quick- 
ened, except it die : 

And that which thou sowest, thou sowest not 
that body that shall be, but bare grain, it may 
chance of wheat, or of some other grain :

But God giveth it a body as it hath pleased him, 
and to every seed its own body. 

All flesh is not the same flesh : but there is one 
kind of flesh of men, another flesh of beasts, an- 
other of fishes, another of birds. 

There are also celestial bodies, and bodies ter- 
restrial : but the glory of the celestial is one, and 
the glory of the terrestrial is another. 

There is one glory of the sun, and another glory 
of the moon, and another glory of the stars : for 
one star differeth from another star in glory. 

So also is the resurrection of the dead. It is 
sown in corruption ; it is raised in incorruption : 

It is sown in dishonour ; it is raised in glory : it 
is sown in weakness ; it is raised in power : 

It is sown a natural body ; it is raised a spirit- 
ual body. There is a natural body, and there is a 
spiritual body. 

And so it is written, The first man Adam was 
made a living soul ; the last Adam was made a 
quickening spirit. 

Howbeit that was not first which is spiritual, but 
that which is natural ; and afterward that which is 
spiritual. 

The first man is of the earth, earthy : the second 
man is the Lord from heaven. 

As is the earthy, such are they also that are 
earthy : and as is the heavenly, such are they also 
that are heavenly. 
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And as we have borne the image of the earthy, 
we shall also bear the image of the heavenly. 

Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of God ; neither doth 
corruption inherit incorruption. 

Behold, I show you a mystery : we shall not all 
sleep, but we shall all be changed, 

In a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the 
last trump: for the trumpet shall sound, and the 
dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall be 
changed. 

For this corruptible must put on incorruption, 
and this mortal must put on immortality. 

So when this corruptible shall have put on incor- 
ruption, and this mortal shall have put on immor- 
tality, then shall be brought to pass the saying that 
is written. Death is swallowed up in victory. 

O death, where is thy sting } O grave, where is 
thy victory } 

The sting of death is sin ; and the strength of 
sin is the law. 

But thanks be to God, who giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, 
unmovable, always abounding in the work of the 
Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labour is 
not in vain in the Lord.
